(Continued from First Page.) 
the 
outh, the amount available for 
tie- proposed Salem-Westvilie section 
of the Governor Cox highway is very 
.^rnall less than enough to build one 
of it* four miles. 
Fortunately, however, the county 
plans to Issue bonds in the sum of 
$500,000 for road improvement pur­ 
poses, and a part of this is expected 
to be available, both for the Cox route 
west of the city and the Saiem-Lisbon 
road. 
On this thoroughfare about tDe 
and on* half mih-s is yet to be paved, 
Including about four miles in Salem 
township and one aud one-haif miles 
in Center township, and inasmuch as 
the county commissioner» have ex­ 
pressed their determination to make 
this one of the first Improvements 
next spring it is almost certain that 
bonds will be issued In behalf of both 
townships and the work gotten under 
way early In the summer. 
ll had been 
the desire 
of local 
boosters to secure $34,000 from the 
state for the Cox route west of tho 
city, if possible, and it is still pos­ 
sible that 
more than 
Columbiana 
county’s proportionate share of Btate 
funds will be set aside, so that pro­ 
ponents of this extension of the Cox 
route are by no means discouraged 
with the outlook, since both Butler 
gnd Goshen townships are ready to 
do their share at any time. 
Another road project which is be­ 
ing given serious consideration at the 
present time is the mile and a half 
still needed to connect the pavement 
on Garfield avenue with the macadam 
on the Salem-Canfleld road between 
this city and New Albany. 
This Is especially to be desired in 
view of the fact that the commission­ 


ers of Mahoning county have declared 
their intention of connecting up a 
gap in the Greenford-Canfteld road, 
thus affording, save for the unpaved 
portion between this city and New Al­ 
bany, a continuous improved route to 
Youngstown. 
A survey of th«* road programs or 
Columbiana and Mahoning counties 
jmake.-t it certain teat in the near fu- 
¡t,tire, if not during the coming year, 
Salem’s paved 
road connections in 
|every direction will be vastly improv­ 
ed.

COLD WEATHER 01LIS| 
BRICKLAYERS WORK 


i 
The severe weather 
of the 
past 
few days has caused the suspension 
of bricklaying operations at the new 
high school building, and it is prob 
able that a lit lie of the last done will 
have to be torn out, since the morta 
t'roze before it was properly set an 
so made the job insecure. 
Arrangements are being made, how­ 
ever. to so heat both bricks and mor­ 
tar and to so dry the finished Walls 
that no further difficulty will be ex 
perienced. and save 
in very 
cold 
weather brick can be laid as usual. 
This will be accomplished bv mak 
ing rude shelters of tarpaulin around 
the walls where bricklaying is in pro 
gress, and supplying them with sala­ 
manders so that the bricks and mor­ 
tar can 
be kept 
at 
temperatures 
above the freezing point. 
The time lost in 
bricklaying has 
not been entirely lost, however, a. 
additional scaffolding has been con 
structed and other work done in the 
interim, so that the work is still pro 
grossing, although more slowly than 
usual.
